FEBRUARY IS. CHILDREN‘S 
DENTAL HEALTH MONTH

Does it matter if my kids wait 
until bedtime befora brushing 
their teeth? 

If your children spend a few 
minutes (once or tice) a day in 
removing the sticky film called 
plaque” from their teeth and 
gum tissues, they avill be taking 
an important step towards curbing 
disease, But it’s even better if you 
can encourage them to brush after 
each mieal ‘arid snack, That avay 
they'll be most likely to develop 
the skills and good oral health 
habits that will help them keep 
their teeth healthy all their lives. 

Plaque is the thin, colorless film 
containing harmful bacteria that 
constantly foriis on éveryone's 
teeth. Plaque is the major cause 
of dental diseases, including tooth 
decay and periodontal and gum 
disease. If the fonmatioti of plaque 
ig interrupted once every 24 hours, 
less harm ‘should result to the 
teeth, 

How dots plaque cause dental 
disease? Some bacteria can use 
férmentable carbohydrates, such 
as table or fruit sugar, atid al- 
most immediately fonm acids 
which “attack” the tootl enamel. 
A sticky matrix may also be 
formed by bacteria, which tends 
té hold the acids near the téeth, 
prolonging the attacks on the en- 
amel, After repeated acid expo- 
gure, ‘the enamel is s broke. down
